Principal financial sources ure a 
Fori I Fnmulutimi grunt (awarded to USNSA in 
August, 1U3S, ami renewed for a four-year period 
in September, UlStt), ax well at partial Or full scliol- 
ursbips cuuti dinted by lint participating institutions. 
Privatu hmndutiniiv and individuals make addl- 
titJii.il aid uViiil.illie. Spending money allowances 
generally do uni estecil ISU.Ul) per month, so that 
students sluiuld bring money for rtmivcniri, clothing 
or other s|iccial purchases. 

Since the climate in muthurn United States is fre- 
r|iiuutly harsher Ilian that from which participants 
come, participants should procure appropriate 
winter eliilbing. The project cannot provide funds 
for such purposes.

ADMINISTRATION 

'file Project (I administered by this USNSA hi cn- 
oncralion with its sister national unions of students 
abroad and a niimln-r of leading American educa¬ 
tional institutions. Approximately fifteen tu twenty 
•- -- sludcuti arc accepted annually. Supervision id In 
tlio bauds of Ilia Project Director with tlui assist¬ 
ance of the USNSA national stair and the advice 
Slid reiximmeudalion of llte Committee iif Advisors, 
a »|ieci.i!Iy st'lcclcd gronp id educators and author¬ 
ities on student exi.lungo. Final approval of recoin- 
ntcndcil aelioos is the resjaimihilily id tho USNSA. 

In general, candidates apply llimtigh their respec¬ 
tive national unions of students, Applications and 
lucnmiiieiidatiniit of tlui uatinu.d unions nf student* 
are sent to USNSA which refers llii'in ta thi* Com- 
miltcu of Advisors, who assist in the selection uf the 
most qualified candidates nod io ihu assignment of 
each student to a suitable college or university, l’ur- 
tici|Wtiiig institutions are selected l>y FSLP mi the 
bati* of interest, acaileinlc and cstra-curricukir re¬ 
am fees, aiul Kiiucwli.it mi' tlui extent of id hired 
scliiihirsliip assistance. Final placement nf un FSl.l’

SUMMER PROGRAM 


Tlui students orrlva In the United States about 
August 1 for mid-June if un intensive tvnglish lan¬ 
guage course is accessary; and travel tu Philadel¬ 
phia, Pennsylvania (site of the University nf Penn- 
sylvania and the USNSA National Ollico) for an 
informal orientation seminar where FSLP students 
will exchange views on American education, cul¬ 
ture, and political and economic problems. Sight¬ 
seeing tours, theater and concert programs are 
arranged for the student guests, who are also given 
free time for exploration. Project participants will 
have frequent discussiont with USNSA. members 
who will bo io session at this time for the Inter¬ 
national Student Relations Seminar. 

After the seminar, the undents leave fur tlui Na¬ 
tional Student Congress, the annual policy-making 
tuition of the USNSA, which, is held each year at a 
midwestern college or university fur ten days. At 
the. Congress, which is thi most representative 
student meeting held in the United States, FSLP 
students can observe the debates on Issues of con¬ 
cern to American Undents. More than Ittlfl dele¬ 
gates, representing over 1,000,000 students In more 
than 400 colleges and universities across the nation, 
meet in an informal setting to formulate resolutions 
that express tho opinions of the American student 
community. They also elect the natiuual officers of 
USNSA, who will carry out these policy decisions 
during the coming school year. 

International visitors have the opportunity to 
meet student leaders from many colleges and uni- 
versifies in Use United States and other parts of the 
world and aro Introduced to the student representa¬ 
tives of the school to which each lias been assigned. 
Individual tours and visits with American families 
und communities are arranged for FSLP students 
from the end of the conference until the school year 
begins. All of tltis gives the itudenii a chance to 
become acquainted with America and Americans 
before umlcrtakinw » !««•- —'

How¬ 
ever. the FSU> student it responsible for fewer 
than normal cosine requirements so that he may 
devote more time to ertra-curricular activities. The 
student b required, however, to fulfill all the re- 
. quirrmenti for the courses that he does take, and 
to maintain pood prides Since the Project partici¬ 
pant usually is repittered as a special student, he is 
solely responsible for making arrangements with 
his home institution if he desires to receive aca¬ 
demic credit for bit studies m the United States 
Participants are nor candidates for American de¬ 
grees and the chances of tlieir receivin'! degrees 
during ibvti one year stay in the United Stales an- 
extremely slight
